Soul Doctors 

You may be familiar with the DVD series (or book) Catholicism by Rev. 
Robert Barron. The resource offers an expansive look into the beauty and 
history of our faith. Recently, Fr. Barron was named the president-rector of 
Mundelein Seminary in Chicago. In an interview about that position he said 
about his role in forming future priests, "I want people who are well-trained soul 
doctors ." 

The priest as a soul doctor is part of our tradition. Various theologians have 
used that image. Priests ought to be familiar with the movements of the 
human heart and capable of diagnosing the ailments of the soul. It requires 
the priest to have a deep personal spiritual life so that he might know his 
own heart and soul. Also, he needs to be knowledgeable in the writings of 
the saints and the Scripture which hold a treasure of insight into the human 
heart. 


More tortuous than anything is the human heart, beyond remedy; 
who can understand it? 7, the LORD, explore the mind and test the heart, 

Giving to all according to their ways, according to the fruit of their deeds (Jer. 

17:9-10). 

Parents have a similar role with their children. As the first teachers of the 
faith, they have the awesome responsibility to doctor the souls of their 
children. What a great task to undertake! Yet, it requires maturity in the 
spiritual life. The best preparation for that role is to know your own heart - 

how the Holy Spirit is moving deep within. discerning what is of God, 

what is my own desire, what is from the evil one? 

In Adult Faith Formation this year, we will study the desires of the heart. 
The Theology of the Body will explore the movements deep in our souls where 
the forces of good and evil are often competing against each other. 'The 
heart is our hidden center, beyond the grasp of our reason and of others; 
only the Spirit of God can fathom the heart and know it fully. The heart is 
the place of decision, deeper than our psychic drives. ... It is the place of 
encounter [with God]" (Catechism of the Catholic Church #2563). 

We will look at what it means to have a heart created in the image and 
likeness of God, and how wounded hearts are healed from the effects of sin. 
The goal is both "informational" and "transformational" - to gain greater 
knowledge of our inner life and to be transformed. 

Doctoring the soul requires prayer. That is why the study of Theology of 
the Body will be accompanied with prayer practices. As adults, we often 
spend tons of money doctoring our bodies. How much time do you spend 
doctoring your soul? How well equipped are you as parents to doctor your 
children's hearts?
